Washington, May 2R — Blame for the 


Titanic disaster is chargeable directly lo 
the failure of the dead Captain Smith 
to heed repeated warnings of icebergs 
ahead, but responsibility for unneces- 
sary loss of life must be shared by .Cap- 
tain Lord, of the steamship California!!, 
through his disregard of distress signals. 
This is the linding of the senate com- 
mittee which investigated the. sinking 
of the Titanic, as prepared in a com- 
prehensive speech delivered by William 
Alilen Smith, of Michigan, chairman of 
Ilio committee. 


Senator Smith declared that 'responsi- 


bility also rests upon the British board 
of trade, "to whose laxity of regulation, 
and hasty inspection, the world is large- 
ly indebted for the awful fatality." In 
denouncing Captain Lord, of the Call 
fornian, the senator said the Titanic'* 
distress signals .were plainly seen from 
the deck of his vessel, a short distance

As an 
illustration, the year 1916 is used, be- 
cause, according to the present calen- 
dar the first day of that year will be- 
gin on Saturday, which would become 
New Year's day under the perpetual 
calendar.
